DETAILED ACTION 

1. This office action is in response to the application filed on September 30, 2003, in which 
claims 1-7 are presented for examination. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) filed on November 25, 2003, March 05, 2004 
and June 14, 2005 complies with the provisions of M.P.E.P 609. It has been placed in the 
application file. The information referred to therein has been considered as to the merits. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: there are no 
background of the invention, brief summary of the invention; brief description of the drawings; 
detailed description of the invention provided in the application. 

Arrangement of the Specification 

4. The following guidelines illustrate the preferred layout for the specification of a utility 
application. These guidelines are suggested for the applicant's use. 

5. As provided in 37 CFR 1 .77(b), the specification of a utility application should include 
the following sections in order. Each of the lettered items should appear in upper case, without 
underlining or bold type, as a section heading.

Computer program 
listings (37 CFR 1 .96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1 .82 1 (c)), and tables 
having more than 50 pages of text are permitted to be submitted on compact

7. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on a 
separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that the abstract not exceed 
150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape used by the 
printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such as "means" 
and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist 
readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 

The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in the 
title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure concerns," 
"The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

8. Applicant is also reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or composition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the improvement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative applications of the 
invention and should not compare the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 
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(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 

Drawings 

9. Applicants are required to furnish the formal drawings in response to this office action if 
the formal drawings have not been submitted . No new matter may be introduced in the required 
drawings. Failure to timely submit a drawing will result in ABANDONMENT of the application. 

10. Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that which is 
old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 

1 . 121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

11. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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12. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) based upon a public use or sale of the 
invention. Cheng et al., (hereinafter "Cheng") US Patent no. 5,963,933. 
As to claim 1, Cheng discloses a method for specifying SQL, which enables the use of join 
condition in specifying the SQL statement. In particular, Cheng discloses a method for rewritten 
a structure query language (SQL) statement in order to prevent processing of a join between two 
tables (DTI and DT2) (col.3, lines 1-5; col.4, lines 30-48; col.5, lines 32-60). Cheng discloses 
the claimed "determining in the SQL statement a unique identifier to a row of the master table" 
(col.l, lines 18-23; col.3, lines 34-37; col.4, lines 13-65; col.5, lines 35-42); "equating the unique 
identifier to an identifier to related rows of the detail table using the join condition" (col. 1, lines 
18-23; col.5, lines 35-43; col.9, lines 20-40; col.10, lines 2-13; col.10, lines 35-62); "producing a 
revised SQL statement that only refers to the detail table using the identifier to the at least one 
row of the detail table" (col.9, lines 20-63; col. 10, lines 1-42, lines 57-62); and "processing the 
revised SQL statement"(col.7, lines 42-60; col.8, lines 1 17, lines 35-65). 

As to claim 2, Cheng discloses the claimed "wherein the unique identifier to a row of the matter 
table is indexed" (col.3, lines 34-37; col.4, lines 13-65; col.5, lines 35-42). 

As to claim 3, Cheng discloses the claimed "wherein the unique identifier to a row of the matter 
table is a primary key" (col.l, lines 18-23; col.5, lines 35-43; col.9, lines 20-40; col 10, lines 2- 
13). 
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As to claim 4, Cheng discloses the claimed "wherein the unique identifier to a row of the detail 
table is a foreign key" (col. 1, lines 18-23; col.5, lines 35-43; col.9, lines 20-40; col. 10, lines 2- 
13; col. 10, lines 35-62). 

As to claim 5, Cheng discloses the claimed "wherein the join condition is an equality between a 
column of the master table and a column of the detail table" (col. 1, lines 18-23; col.3, lines 34- 
37; col.4, lines 13-65; col.5, lines 35-42). 

As to claim 6: 

Claim 6 is computer program code for performing the method of claim 1. It is, therefore, rejected 
under the same rationale. 

As to claim 7: 

Claim 7 is computer program product comprising program code stored on a computer readable 
medium for executing the method of claiml. It is, therefore, rejected under the same rationale.
